I am sure everyone is very familiar with the rather steady stream of bleak 
predictions on the future of philately which appear regularly in the philatelic 
press and elsewhere. Invariably those references paint a black picture and 
likely demise of our hobby . Recently, Charles Verge, President of the Royal 
Philatelic Society of Canada (also a member of the Elizabethan I] Study Group) 
wrote an article entitled CHANGES LIE AHEAD which was published in the 
Ottawa Citizen. The article appears on page 95. It is excellent and contains 
much material for thought. Clearly, if we today's collectors are willing to 


- change then clearly the hobby has a bright future. It is up to each of us! 


While on the subject of change the U. S. Postal Service has announced a joint 
venture with Harper Collins Publishers to bring to bookstores throughout the 
U. S. a continuing flow of volumes featuring American History (taken from 
postal files) as well as philatelic volumes ( such as Postal Service Yearbook & 
Guide to U. S. Stamps). It is envisioned this will be a continuing long range 
program which will include titles for youth as well as for serious collectors. 
Initial releases are targeted for October. 
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On page 83 in the last issue we promised a further report on a new book: 
Canada: Domestie and International Postal Rates and Fees 1870-1999. The book 
is the result primarily of data supplied by Dr. Robert C. Smith and the 
expanded and organizational tables added by Anthony S. Wawrukiewicz. 
Anyone who has examined or owns either of the “Beecher” books (U. S. 
Domestic Postal Rates, 1872-1999, Second Edition or U. S. International 
Postal Rates1872-1996 will have a good appreciation of the presentation and 
style of this book. 


Perhaps a fcw excerpts from the Foreward will best convey the scope and 
objective of the book. “The Editors and author have come to the conclusion 
that there is a need for reasonably complete, accurate, inexpensive, readily 
available, and easily updatable postal rate information for the countries of the 
world." To this end this is the first in this series. 


"Even though our rate tables will be somewhat abbreviated, most important 
rates will be included. That is, we expect that our rate tables will enable even 
the advanced collector to evaluate the vast majority of his or her covers." 


"Using The Press for Philately's on-demand publishing systems, we intend to 
periodically issue formal new editions to correct, update, and expand these 
publications. For this purpose reader input is not only eagerly sought, it is 
critical." 


I had perhaps some 50 covers including several pre-1950 which needed to be 
rated. This volume handled them all very nicely. Certainly anyone who is 
collecting postal history (covers) prior to the Elizabethan period will find this 
volume very useful.

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CHANGES LIE AHEAD

Electronic philately is not the panacea to everything. I believe that stamp shows and 
bourses will continue to exist for a long time. They will adapt and change but, just as 
one needs from time to time to feel the paper page or the leather binding of a novel 
rather than holding an electronic book, collectors need to feel their fingers going 
through a stack of covers or view the pristine colour or gum of a classic stamp rather 
than their scanned images. 


One change I anticipate in Canada in the 21st century could be the disappearance of 
Street-level stamp shops. Electronic sales or auction houses are very attractive to 
dealers because of their low overhead. The 21st century will be one of electronic 
commerce and weekend bourses. Exhibiting at all levels, local, regional, national and 
international will also change. Although the rules for exhibiting will become more 
uniform across North America, the types or classes of exhibits will be broadened way 
beyond what is considered philately today. 
h 

Collectors are taking a more holistic approach and exhibiting by introducing 
non-philatelic items such as postcards, photographs, autographs, letters and three- 
dimensional items in their collections. 


The greatest upheaval will come at the international level with internation 
competitions, continental and world cups of philately, and a single world 
championship. 


Large international exhibitions, whose main emphasis is exhibiting, will disappear to 
be replaced by post office sponsored mega-bourses geared to the general collector and 
the public. It is highly unlikely that we will see a large scale international exhibition 
in Canada in the next decade. The will and the finances are just not there. 


Electronic exhibiting, already tried not so successfully, will be refined and become a 
feature of the hobby 


Ron Brigham, with his spectacular Classic Canada collections, will undoubtedly, in 
the first years of the 21st century, become Canada's first world champion of philately. 


The one area of Canadian philately that has grown by leaps and bounds in the last 
decade has been philatelic literature. With the advent of the Internet and desktop 
publishing, our libraries have increased considerably. In the last two years, more than 
75 new titles on all aspects of Canadian philately have been produced, and virtually 
all displayed in-depth research and excellent quality. This number doesn't include 
'" many more that were written or published by Canadians on the hobby, the philately 
of other countries, or the techniques of collecting and exhibiting. I predict that this 
publishing frenzy will continue unabated well into the 21st century and be paralleled 
by an increase of original illustrated articles for the Internet, such as those found in 
the library at the Royal Philatelic Society of Canada's Web site at 

www interlog.com/ -rpsc/ 


Overall, I see a bright but different future for our hobby. If we are ready to change, it 
will not die. In fact, it will likely rebound with a vengeance if we adapt. 
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SECTION I - ELIZABETIIAN II MARKET REPORT - By: Dean Mario 


Brighain Auctions' sale on April 6, 2000 held a few items members may have 
been interested in. Highlights included two 1959 5€ St. Lawrence Seaway 
inverted centres. One was mint and the other was a damaged used copy. Lot 
935 contained the mint NH margin single (with some natural gum bends and a 
perf fault) which catalogued at $15,000. It sold for $8050 (prices include the 
1596 buyer's fee). The used copy (lot 936) catalogued at $13,500 and reached 
$2012.50. The upper left corner had a piece missing but it was still a nice 
"filler"! 


Other varieties and errors in the sale included lot 944, a mint 1972-77 1€ 
Macdonald Caricature single printed on the gum side which sold for $402.50 
(catalogued at $475). A mint NH imperf horizontal pair of the 1973 15€ Musical 
Ride (lot 946) which reached $207, was well below the catalogued price of $750. 
Two mint Parliament singles printed on the gummed side, a 1978 14€ value and 
a 1979 174 value, sold for $29.90 (lot 947; Unitrade $100). Several mint NH 
1979 $2 Kluane Park singles with the silver inscriptions missing were offered in 
lots 952-954. They sold from $161 (lot 954) to $195.50 (lot 952). A. dramatic 
mint NH upper right Plate 2 corner block of the $1 Fundy with a shift of the 
black inscriptions down and to the left, was offered in lot 950. It was knocked 
down for $322 (estimated at 8500-2). Lot 963 featured a mint NH 1971 35€ 
Christmas Knotted Doll single with missing gold printing. Previously part of a 
pair now separated, it realized $862.50 against a $1750 catalogue value. 


Collections included lot 934, a mint NH 1953-62 specialized coil study with 
various pairs, strips, jumps etc. Given a catalogue value of $297+, it went to a 
new home for $109.25. A specialized mint NH 1963 Cameo coil collection sold 
for $126.50 (lot 937) against a catalogue value of $3424. Lot 943 featured 
another coil collection of sixty-six mint items from 1972-91. Given an estimate 
of $200+, it realized $161. 


You may be seeing a lot more modern Canadian postage on your mail in the 
near future. Almost all of the lots (330-346) of mint Canada arranged by 
themes sold below face value. Lot 959 included one hundred mint NH CAPEX 
souvenir sheets (face at'8169) and catalogued at $425. It sold for $149.50. Lot 
301 was an exception, however, and defied the trend. It was a mint 1971-98 
collection housed in a Plymouth album and had a face value of $700. 
Estimated at $750+, the specialized collection attracted a lot of interest and 
finally sold for $920.

In the literature competition at The Stamp Show 2000 Joseph Monteiro 
received a Vermeil Medal for Definitive Postage Stamps of Canada (1953-1999) 
combined with Major Canadian Postage Stanip Errors of the Queen Elizabeth II 
Era and Printing and Perforating Errors of Postage Stamps. 


Joseph also won a Lurge Silver Medal for his Bibliography on Canadian 
Definitive Postage Stamps. 


Doug Lingard seit in a number of comments on the cover to Ghana reported 
on page 67 aud shown on page 68 of the Jan.-Feb. issue. In fencing in the 
boundarics of this cover it was reported that the first class letter rate in 1964 
was 6€. Doug questioned this as Ghana was a British Commonwealth 
counlry and as such the normal surface rate would have been 5€. In searching 
through the back up material for that issue it would be nice to say this was a 
typo but there is nothing in the file to bail me out. The 1 oz. rate at the time 
was 5€.

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SECTION IV - ENVIRONMENT MID- VALUE COVERS - By John Arn 


Environment series quality mid-value covers, like many others in the 
Elizabethan period, are scarce. Two recent additions are shown on this page. 
First is the 30€ Red Oak issued in 1977 on a cover from the Alpine Garden 
Club, N. Vancouver, B. C. to Praha, Czechoslovakia - paying the first step air 
mail rate. Note the cover was opened and neatly re-sealed and a customs 
sticker was added at the destination. The botanical seeds undoubtedly were the 
cause of the inspection.

1958: A VERY GOOD YEAR TO COLLECT CANADA - John Burnett 





Lets look at the Canadian stamps that were issued by Canada in 1958. As the 
song says, "il was very good year", for Canadian collectors that is. 


Canada issued just eight stamps in 1958 and they were all 5t commemoratives. 
Figure 1 shows all eight. There were no dcfinitives, which means no plate 
varieties, no layout complexities, and no stamps issued from multiple plates. 


January 22, 1958 brought an all black stamp that cclebrated the importance of 
press freedom in Canada. The stamp, Scott 375 was issued in relatively small 
quantity of about 15 million. Most stamps of this period were issued in 
quantities of ZO million. The design shows a pair of newspaper mastheads. oue 
in English and the other in French. Behind this can be seen a stylized city 
skyline. Keep your eyes open for this stamp used postally correctly on 
commercial mail. 
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March 5 brought a commemorative in the smaller more traditional size of a 
definitive stamp. This all blue stamp, Scott 376 honored the International 
Geophysical Year. lt shows a microscope in front of a world map with the 
North Pole at center. Both of these stamps were issucd without plate 
inscriptions in the corner. They had actually been printed in 1957 and held in 
stock until their issue dates. 


In 1957 the post office had decided to climinate plate number inscriptions. This 
decision caused much consternation among the collecting public and was 
reversed in 1958. 


The other stamp issued in June was one commemorating the 350th anniversary 
of Champlains founding of Quebec. The stamp was printed in green and 
brown, one of just two 1958 stamps that was multi colored. The stamp (379) 
shows a bold profile of Champlain on the Icft side of the stamp and the modern 
skyline of Quebec in the background. 


July 30th saw a first in Canadian philately; the first living person to appear on 
a Canadian stamp. Designated as Scott 380, the stamp was issucd to celebrate 
Canada's national health program and the Canadian Nurses Association. The 
designers of the stamp used a professional model to pose as the nurse and then 
accurately presented her picture on the stamp. The post office never revealed 
the name of the model. Printcd in bright lilac, this 5€ stamp shows a nurses 
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oil lamp ilhiminating the legend "Health Guards the Nation" in both French 
and English. 


Two more stamps concluded the issues of 1958. The first of these was the other 
bicolor; the striking 5¢ stamp in green and red, 381, celebrating the 100~ 
anniversary of the development of Canada's petroleum industry. The final 
stamp of 1958 was a 5€ blue-gray stamp celebrating the 200th anniversary of 
Canada's first elected assembly. This finely engraved stamp pictures the 
speaker's chair, Canada's ceremonial mace and the date 1758 surrounding the 
chair. Insciibed in both French aud English is reference to Canada's first 
elected assembly, which took place iu Nova Scotia. 


Next came my favorile stamp of 1958. Issued May 8, this J. Harinon design in 
green was to commemorate the centennial of the province of British Columbia. 

The stamp design shows a prospector panning for gold. I lived in British 
Columbia at the time and was a member of the BC Philatelic Society. Part of 
the celebration was to run a stagecoach from Victoria (the present capital of 
BC) to Barkerville, the second capital. This coach carried twenty-five letters, all 
addressed to Bruce Ramsey, who rode shotgun on the trip. It was only a 
coincidence that Bruce was a meinber of the BC Philatelic. All the covers also 
bear the signature of the driver. 


Figure 2 shows a picture of one of these souvenir covers from my collection. 
The cover was canceled at Victoria on its day of issue and has a nice BC slogan 
cancellation. There is also a receiving strike on the front of the envelope 
showing arrival at Barkerville on May 21.

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I vividly remember the fun we had at the centennial celebrations and the fun 
our club had in creating these centennial covers. 


June 1958 brought two stamps. The first was an all blue 5¢ commemorative 
the native born French explorer la Verendrye, who was born in Trois Riviers in 
1685. He was responsible for a lot of the explorations in Manitoba and what 
today are the Dakotas in the United States. I had trouble writing up this 
stamp in my youthful stamp collecting days before PageMaker. The explorers 
full name was actually 'Pierre Gaultier de Varennes, the Sieur de la Verendrye" 
Try putting that under a single commemorative stamp! 


All eight of these commemoratives should be easy to find at local dealers. It 
won't strain your pocket book to acquire this year set. Your challenge will be 


finding these stamps used postally correctly on cover. 
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SECTION VII - WILDLIFE & ARCH. DEFINITIVE SERIES - UNLISTED VARIETY? 


In the pending file there has been a small envelope with some notes and 
photocopies for a number of years. I have looked at it often- never really 
understood the notes and always passed on to other items. This time around I 
decided use it or throw it. While not certain I am sure the notes date back into 
1995 and originated with Jack Schmidt. 


It pertained to the architect series - Queen Elizabeth II - and the notes say 
there are two versions of the 38¢ sheet stamp - Scott 1164. Both were printed 
by BABN but one was perfed 13.1 X 12.7 and the othcr (Unlisted) at 13.1 X 
13.6. 


It seemed that after all this time - 5 years - certainly it would now be catalog 
listed. Matching with Unitrade listings proved that assumption to be wrong. 
Obviously in trouble I switched to Robin Harris’s catalogue on this series and 
also found it was not listed - also confirmed it was not in his pending revision 
material. 


The 39¢ stamp was issued in early January 1990 and was printed by BABN and 
perfed 13.1 X 13.6. The theory of the case as contained in the notes was that 
the 38¢ with the same perforation was from a late order in 1989 and BABN was 
already set up producing the 39¢-ers for the January 1990 rate change and they 
just used the same perforator on the 38¢ order. 


Later on the 39¢ BABN did change back to the 
13.1 X 12.7. The notes do contain a photocopy 
pair and the perforations do seem to check out at 
13.1 X 13.6. Please check you holdings and 
advise if you are able to validate this perforation 
variety. 








G. D. MAAS COLLECTION - COURTESY OF SASKATOON STAMP CENTR
